gence of water., Witness thought 
that if there, ‘was, water in the 
boiler, the quantity “miust have 
been very ‘small to.cquse an ex- 
ploston of ,auch nature.

The Coroner enquired of witness 
whether he could account for the 
boiler rising to the roof, Witness 
replied thatthe force of the ex-
